REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art of record fails to recognize any advantage to setting the ratios of shoe 
width and spacing relative to the feed of the film, such that the film feed utilized 
the film intervals between the shoes, minimizing film waste. The prior art of 
record, for example Judet et al, 4,682,444, does not teach any particular spacing 
of the shoe inserts 28, and does not feed the film 30 such that the film is feed so 
that the intervals between the inserts are used.
